CROCHET HOOKS. .. Crochet hooks are made of steel, compo- 
sition or bone. Steel crochet hooks range in sizes from num- 
ber 2/0, the largest, to number 14, the smallest. Composition or 
Bone hooks range in sizes from number 1, the smallest, to num- 
ber 9, the largest. Each is especially adapted for use with a certain 
size of thread or yarn. To insure the correct results, it is important 
that you use the number hook specified in the directions. The 
following hooks are also worthy of mention: A very large steel or 


bone hook, Size G, which is used especially in rug making, and a 


bone or steel afghan hook which is used for afghan stitch only. 
The afghan hook is the same length as a knitting pin but has a 
hook at one end. The size of the afghan hook is determined by a 
millimeter gauge which is the exact measure of the diameter at 
the largest part of the hook.
